>*'] realized in 1970 that T had 
never been saved. I was so deep in 
that Klan stuff that l had been 
brainwashed/' Tarrants said in an 
interview at a Mississippi state 
prison. 

The other side of Tarrants un- 
folded on June 30 s 1968. He at- 
tempted to place a bomb at the 
home of Meyer Davidson, a promi- 
nent Jewish business leader in Me- 
ridian, Miss. 

The attempt was preceded by - 
terrorist bombmgs, threats, and 
other incidents in the area. It was 
foiled by a police stakeout at the; 
Davidson residence. Tarrants was 
apprehended after a gun battle. A 
young female companion was- 
killed in the shooting. Three per-' 
sons — Tarrants, a policeman and 
a bystander — were wounded; 

: Tarrants was sentenced to 30;: 
years in prison and, after attempt- 
ing escape in 1969, spent three 
years in maximum secunty^,_ ; : T
